I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  ^^eport  for  the  year  196^. 
Home  Population 

The  Registrar  G-enerad.'  s  estimate  of  the  mid--yea;e  Hone  Popud.ation  was 
5,370  which  represents  an  increase  of  120  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Bi.rth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  birtiis  was  65  (34-  M.  31  P-)  a  decrease  of  3  from 
that  of  the  previous  year  and  ttio  corresponding  crude  birth  rate  was  12.1 
which  after  adjustment  by  bhe  Registrar  General's  Compa,r ability  Factor  to 
al-low  comparison  with  the  birth-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes  15»12  and 
was  loY/or  than  that  of  1 8 .0  for  England  and  1/ales . 

Stillbi.rths  and  Rate 

No  stilH-births  were  registered  during  the  year.  The  rate  for  England 
and  ?/ales  was  15»7* 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality 

One  infant  death  was  registered  due  to:- 

Toxaemia  and  Myocardial  FaJLlure 
Acute  fulminating  bronchitis 

The  rate  was  accordingly  15.38  compared  vri.th  that  of  19.0  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  i.e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  imder  one  week  of  age.  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectanis, 
birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  chief  maternal  factor 
is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths,  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard 
of  modem  Obstetric  practice . 

Total  Death  and  Mortality’'  Rate 

The  total  nximber  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  80  (32  M.  4-8  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accorindly  14,89,  which  includes  the  deaths 
assigned  from  the  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital.  The  Registrar 
General’s  Comparabilit3''  Factor  virhich  is  computed  from  a  population 
standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other 
Districts  adjusts  the  crude  death  rate  and  the  adjustment  rate  v/as  7.4-5  in 
comparison  vd.th  that  of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  natural  causes  amongst  the 
aged,  viz.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Disease  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
Nervous  System;  of  those  there  were  ^9 . 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Arteiy  v/as  the  cause  of  12  of  those  dea.ths  or 
approximately  30%  in  the  following  age  groups:-  2  between  55  -  64; 

2  between  65  -  74  and  8  over  75  years.  These  figures  follow  the  usual 

pattern  that  the  majority  of  deaths  from  Coronary  disease  are  amongst  the

aged  and  would  suggp^s-fc  that-  a  de goner ative  prooesa  ia  the  most 
important  causative  factor. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years  v/as  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  12  jn  the  following  age-groups 
2  between  2i-3  and  5nj  2  between  55  “  6  between  65  -  7A-  and 

2  over  75  years. 


Cancer  of  the  Lung^ahd  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  2  deaths  in  the 
follov;ing  age-groups:-  1  between  65  -  74  and  1  over  75  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  3  deaths  all  in  the  age-group  65  -  74  yrs. 

The  other  causes  of  death  v/ere  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
unusual  mortality.  There  was  no  death  from  Infectious  Disease. 

The  Infectious  Diseases 

Kone  of  the  more  serious  Infectious  Diseases  was  notified  throughout 
the  year  and  apart  from  Measles,  the  incidence  was  veiy  low.

Fifty-three  cases  were  notified  compared  with_fifty-four  in  the  previous 
year,  M  stated  in  previous  reports,  it  is  equivocal  whether  tliis  infection 
should  be  statutorily  notifiable  as  per  se  it  is  not  serious  and  its 
former  serious  complications  are  less  frequent  and  are  successfully 
treated  by  the  Antibiotics,  excepting  Acute  Encephalitis  wliich  is 
very  rare,  Dtiring  outbreaks,  the  busy  Practitioner  has  little,  if  any 
time,  to  spare  in  being  obliged  to  notify  these  cases  and  unnecessary 
time  of  Office  Administrative  Staffs  is  taken  up  in  the  registration  of 
cases  and  in  the  payment  of  the  notification  fees  which  is  wasteful 
expenditure .

Scarlet  Fever  I 

Two  sporadic  cases  were  notified  and  both  were  treated  at  home. 

This  infection  in  its  present  phase  is  mild  and  any  of  its  complications 
are  successfully  treated  by  the  Antibiotics.  Occasionally  Acute  Nephritis  j 
occurs  unexpectedly.  ! 

lYho oping  Cough  i

It  is  no^:eworthy  that  no  case  of  Whooping  Cou,^  was  notified, 
which  is  in  all  probability  due  to  vaccination  -  a  great  achievement  of 
modern  medical  science. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Onl^'-  one  case  of  this  iDlness  was  notified.  Inoluding  the  Secondary 
Pneumonias  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  four  deaths  in  the  following 
age-groups:  1  between  4  weeks  and  under  1  year:  1  between  65  -  74  years: 
and  2  over  75  3^ears.  Pneumonia  is  commonly  a  terminal  cause  of  death  in 
the  aged. 

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  (Lung)  Tuberculosis  was  notified.  The 
Chest  Physician  was  not  able  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  and  there 
were  no  secondary  or  latent  cases  amongst  the  close  contacts. 

No  non-Re spiratory  case  was  notified  which  is  a  tribute  to  the 
safety  '  of  the  milk  supplies.  j 

Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of 
modern  treatment. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wouj.d  state  that  the  Piibdic  Health  of  the  Borough 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  3''ear,  and  I  would  taJce  this 
opport'^unity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
Department;  a:iid  the  staff  for  their  efficient  service.*
